BANE OF NEVADA. 


The Winnemncca Siher State com 


ments upon the bill introduced to 
prevent railroad discriminatien, and 
ita remarks are to the point. It says: 


Eailroad discrimination 
is the 


bane of Nevada. It is almost fatal to 
every indnstry in the interior of tho 
State. By a system of "special rates" 
accorded to favorites, grain from 
California is shipped to Ettreka, over 
the Central Pacific to Palisado thence 
on tbe narrow gauge, cheaper than 
from \VinnPciQcc3, while merchan- 
dise from the East charged higher 
ntoa to Winnernncca or any of tbe 
interior towns of *he State than if 
taken through to tide water Special 
imtea from California may be ob- 
tained for articles which come in 
competition with the products of the 
Stftte, inch as salt floor and grain; but 
fall rates are charged on all other 
clawes of freight, as if ilie policy of 
tbe railroad managers was to suppress 
all tbe industries of Nevada, except 
raining, for the benefit of California. 
A majority of tbe members of the 
prewnt Legislature know that such 
la tbe fact, yet nobody suspect* tor a 
moment that they will pass a bill of 
«hu character. An influence more 
potent than the interests of their con- 
stituents baa always controlled a ma- 
jority of Nevada legislators on rail- 
road questions, and it is not likely 
that toe present will prove an excep- 
tion to the past. Lobbyists furnish 
the average legislator with a pretext 
and a prine for opposing hostile leg- 
illation— the former is the unconsti- 
tutionally of snch bills, and the lat- 
ter ft free paw and perhaps a twenty- 
dollar pteoe.

After sev- 
eral shots were fired from the cutter, 
the engine was stopped, and the 
surprise of her crew at the mistake 
they bad made, as well as their curi- 
osity to see the singular Yankee 
craft, can be easily imagined.

asked permission to go on board, and 
•were ranch gratified by the inspec- 
tion of this naval novelty."

Ay ARCTIC COLOHI.—A bill is now 


pending in Congress asking the Gov- 
ernment to organize and send oat one 
or more 
expeditious toward the 


North Pole, and to establish a tem- 
porary colony, for the purpose of ex- 
ploration; at some point north of the 
eighty-first degree of north latitude, 
on or near tlie shore of Lady Frank 
lia Bay; to detail such officers one 
persons in the public service as may 
be necessary, and to use any pnbli< 
Teasel flnilablo for the pnrpose. 
That this proposed Arctic colony 
would be any more successful than 
other expeditions sent to search for 
the North Pole, cannot be belie veil. 
Repeated failures in that direction 
only confirm scientific mi ads of the 
niter folly of all such expeditions 
Great Britain, after more than a cen- 
tury's trials to reach the North Pole 
is now seemingly willing to abandon 
all farther efforts ia this hazardous 
business.
